LOAN BILL-VOTED DOWN 
AFTER ANGRY SESSION 


Sir John. Forrest Did Not 
Keep Promise to Cut Down 
Expenses and This Proba- 
bly Contributed to Defeat, 


Melbourne, Aus,, Oct. 30—The Cook 
| ministry was Tuesday defeated by 28 
| votes to 27 on an opposition motion to 
| adjourn further discussion of Sir John 
| Forrest’s £3,000,009 loan bill. The pre- 
j|mier immediately adjourned the house 
of representatives after one of the 
!most angry scenes with the labor par- 
‘ty. The latter regarded Mr. Cook's 
|refusai of the opposition’s request as 
unreasonable and as being responsible 
for the incident. The Cook ministry 
came into power as the result of fed- 
eral elections of May 31 of this year, 
overthrowing the Iisher labor regime 
by the narrowest majority known in 
the history of the commonwealth, 38 
{liberals and 387 labor members. being 
returned at the polls. The defeated 
i labor party had risen to power by se- 
curing in the 1910 election, 43 seats, as 
‘against 82 liberalS returned. The pre- 
; sent situation was further compli- 
jeated by the senate having a member- 
i ship of 30 labor senators and only six 
liberals, which, at the outset, forecast- 
;ed trouble for the newly elected gov- 
ernment,

Possible federal complications were 
precipated at the offices of the south- 
western fuel company, where last night 
and early this morning a battle weeged 
between strikers and a handful of the 
mine guards, After defeating the 
yuards and capturing the mine offi- 
ears, in Which the post office also is 
situated, the strikers are charged with 
having knocked over a stove, setting 
fire to the building which was de- 
stroyed, together with the mail, money 
orders and money, 

Postmaster Arthur Samples said the 
mall had been rifled before the build- 
ing was fired as opened mail bags 
were found near by. After d¢estrey- 
ing the southwestern office the miners 
went to the Empire mine and riddled 
the boiler house with bullets. No one 
was injured in either camp. 

At the strikers’ camp at Ludlow 
there was no display of rifles and re- 
yolvers. Monday and Tuesday hun- 
dreds of men were gathered in the 
camp stockade all heavily armed. 

The Colorado National Guard today 
established their cam pon the outskirts 
of the city.

Naval gunners of the channel fleet are using for a target 
the battleship Empress of India, which only a few years ago 
cost five million dollars. Being a war vessel which has out- 
lived its usefulness through the invention of more modern 
guns, the five millions represented in its massive hulk is 
worthless junk, The incident is educative as showing how 
even in times of peace the expenditure for war is of the most 
temporary nature. The debt, however, incurred for the con- 
struction of the ship will long outlive the ship, and the people 
of Great Britain will pay in principal and interest two or three 
times for the Empress of India, which even in the time of her 
gredtest effectiveness got them nothing except a temptation 
to go out and killa few residents of neighboring countries. 


FIRE BYLAW AN 
EXPENSIVE JOKE. 

Canada’s fire losses of $2.88 per capita per annum are 
proportionately the greatest in the world. The circumstance 
is due, no doubt, very largely to the fact that wood enters into 
construction in Canada more largely than in any other coun- 
ry, as a result of which style of architecture very few 
Canadian buildings are incombustible, while the enormous 
majority of them are especially adapted to a quick fire. Canada 
has a great deal to Jearn in the matter of conservation from 
Great Britain, whose fire losses aggregate 54 cents per capita 
per annum. One of the first things Canadians have to learn 
is that the infraction of a building bylaw costs everyone who 
pays insurance something in the premium rate. Edmonton 
might start there to learn that its fire bylaw, which has been 
a standing joke for years, is a pretty expensive joke when 

the cost is figured up.

FRENCH GUANA 
PAYING ITS WAY 
UITE UNAIDED 


Has Suffered From Gaps anc 
Oversights in Governmental 
Colony Scheme, 


Bordeau, France, Get, 380,—~Artleles 
have been written from time to time deal- 
Ing with the efforts made to create a 
greater French colonial empire, The gov- 
ernment have done a great deal for lKlo- 
Ohina, Madagasear, Tuntsla, Morocco and 
many other places, but there seem to be 
gaps and oversights dn their scheme, and 
Guiana has suffered therefrom, 

Some years ago M, Renard was com- 
Infssioned to investigate matters in Preneh 
Gufana and study conditions sufficiently 
to Inake a report_as to what was required 
to be done in this possession in order to 
pul ft on the same footing as the other 
Freneh dominions, After having performed 
his task in tnasterly fashion, Mr, tenard 
realized that his labors had been in vaty 
as no further thought was given to this 
colony, which had only aroused temporary 
Interest. Ip publishing his report the 
author was well advised, since the public 
Is perhaps particulariy ti-informed with 
regard to Guiana, which receives but seant 
attention owing to {ts conviet settlement 
and to being considered a wild and desert 
Country, 

of the three Guianas, British, Duteh and 
Freneh, tt is regrettable that Trench Gul- 
ana is the least prosperous and that. its 
two neighbors enjoy many advantages a3 
yet unknown to [t, French Guiana is the 
one of the Freneh possessions which costs 
the country least—indeed, It may be said 
that it costs France nothing, It has a 
budget of the simplest deseription which 
is always perfectly balanced and never 
necessitates recourse to the home govern- 
ment in order to cover {ts expenditure, 
This eolony has even gone further than 
this, having borne the expense of certain 
charges that it might have avolded, Mores 
over, certain services which are usually 
subsidized by the state are entirely de- 
frayed by the colony itself, Its 30,000 
inhabitants have a budget of £.3,500,000, 
which represents a much higher average 
per head than that of the mother country. 

Such an independent and negiected colony 
was compelled to find the best method 
of explotting itself, The chief features 
of the scheme proposed were first a port, 
and second a ratlway to penetrate into 
the tntertor, The necessity was also 
recognized of supplementing these works 
by the completion of a road along the 
coast, the construction of whieh proceeds 
slowly owing to many adverse conditions, 
As far as the port is concerned, that of 
Cayenne, which already exists, would be 
sufficient, provided certain modifications 
are mnade to render {ft more practicable, 
These works will require an expendittre 
of about £,1,000,000, It would be pos- 
sible also to make Cayenne into quite an 


| important town and a port of some conse- 


quence, until such time as the profits 
made by the colony allow of the entice 
reconstruction of the port, with a view 
to adapting it to the exigencies of modern 
shipping, 

The riehes of Guiana are confined to the 
interior, hence the. reason why good roads 
ave necessary, and realy quite dndispens— 
able, in order that the produce of the 
country: as well as the minerals from the 
mines may be carted to: the coast, Such 
a line Will open up the colony, for settlers 
Will be attracted to points at present un 
touched, and will soon be busily engaged 
Uline the land, The railway) in) eon- 
jenetion with certain rivers would pre- 
vide the necessary means of transport; The 
route would be 160 kilometers in length, 
and would cost £,20,000,000, including the 
organization of the river system, This is 
the key to the situation, and what is re-, 
quired to give the colony the necessary 
start, 

In facing this question many people in 
France will be asking if Guiana really 
has resources and is a colony with @ future 
before it. This may be answered in the 


affirmative. Up to the present the sole 
Wining industry has been that of gold, 
which increases each year in the salts- 


factory manner; in 191t the production of 
golt amounted to 3787 Kilograms 720) 
grams, and in 1912 to 4142 kilograms 5380 
grams, This is at present the chief t- 
dustry of the country, but it must be re- 
membered also that agriculture progresses 
each year and shows promise of a great 
future, The same may be said wiih re- 
gard to the cultivation of and trade in 
Umber, — In (912, 809,851 hectares were 
under gum cultivation and about 17,100 
hectares were devoted to timber. Rubber, 
cocoa and sugar cane are also increasinely 
cultivated, In a word, riches abound in

unquestionably handsome and attrac- 
tive but happily for the great masy 
of womankind does not represent lavish 
outlay. That extremely handsome 
fur sets and fur coats will be worn by 
those who can afford luxury unde- 
niably is tric but the trimming of fur 
is unquestionably smart and, since 
our climate is a changeable one, many 
women to whom the itern of coast is 
not an important one, choose suits 
that are lightly trimmed with fur from 
the «standpoint of comfort. Here iu 
New York at least, we seldom-touch 
the zero point and many of the fur 
coats seem desirable only as a part of 
an arctic equipment.

A pretty one is, for 
example, made entirely of maline laid 
in the finest possible plaits. At the 
lower edge, these plaits are pulled out 
and the hem is finished with rhine- 
stone banding Others again are 
plaited without even so much stiffen- 
ing for the plaits when drawn in at the 
waist line will flare to give the desired 
effect even without such aid. There 
are tunics, too, that are made of lace 
flouncing and that are not stiffened 
in any way but are allowed to fall 
against the figure and there are plain 
tunics that are trimmed with plaited 
frills, Tulle, maline and mull in all its 
variation: are being extensively used. 
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HE three flounced§ skirt is a 

favorite and it is true that a

If any reader have treasures of the sort 
laid away, now is the time to turn them 
to use. A beautiful gown of black 
chiffon shows a tunic of black flounc- 
ing arranged over white, Almost every 
dressy costume is made with kimono 
sleeves and many of the evening 
bedices are so ‘onstructed that they 
are made of flouncing, It is to be a 
season of Jace, of fur, of jewels, of 
ccintillating effects, of everything that 
counts for splendor.

Proprietors of moving picture the- 
atres in. J2dmonton are very much 
Wrought up over yesterday’s order-in- 
council, requiring them to pay a gov- 
ernment license... They conferred to- 
gether yesterday evening Informally, 
and declared that they would fight the 
new regulation. 

The: contention of the moving. pic- 
ture men is that the new order is 
discriminative, | in that vaudeville 
houses and theatres not showing mov- 
ing pletures on thelr bills, are’ exclud- 
| ed from any license fee whatever. 

The order requires the payment of 
a fee of $150 for houses with a seat- 
ing capacity up to 500; $250 for houses 
with a seating capacity from 500 to 

1,000; $400 for capacities of 1,000 to 1,- 
500, and $500 for theatres with a ca- 
pacity over 1,500. This schedule ap- 


piles strictly to theatres that are 
strictly moving picture shows. For

those theatres where,a. cinemetograph 
film {is shown as one number on the 
bill, the Heense is $300 straight. Should 
these theatres decide to drop the moy- 
ing pictures from their bill they would 
be required to-pay no government If- 
cense.
